Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 47-56 (Re-numbered as 1-10) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Liu discloses a system that allows a first spatial distribution and a second spatial 

distribution to be combined to create a new third spatial distribution. The purpose of the 

mathematical equation it to improve the method of images quality from a MRI machine. 

By combine the two spatial distribution, this allows the image to contain two different 

region information. 

Liu does not discloses the method of having a first spatial distribution and a 
second spatial distribution having data points that both fall into same domain range, and 
re-sampling of data points from the first spatial distribution onto the second spatial 
distribution without generating artifacts in the data. In addition, Liu does not teach, the 
re-sampled data (i.e. new spatial distribution) must be within the original domain range 
of the first and second spatial distribution, and, finally, changing the domain range after 
the re-sampling is complete to create a new domain range. It is for all of the above- 
identified reasons, and in combination with all of the other elements that claims 47-56 
(Re-number as 1-10) are allowable over the closest prior art of Liu. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
